Tlic news of his ma- 
jesty's dentil spread with great rapidity 
anil signs, of the greatest grief were to bo 


been everywhere, 


THE END QUITE SUDDEN. 


The king'* death \vaa quite sudden. Al- 


though for some time past ho had show- 
oil evidences thai the weight of his years 
was beginning to tell upon him, there 
was no indication of hist approaching eiul. 
Ilia .majesty gave, long 
audiences this 


morning, lasting three hours. At lunch 
afterwards the king showed 
iigns of 


great fatigue and almost collapsed. Phy- 
sicians were hastily summoned but they 
were unable to rally ilie aged monarch's 
strength and at J!:;!0 p. ni., he died in 
his bed room to which ho hud retired. 
The crown prince Frederick, the erown 
princess Louisa and their children and 
the dowager empress of Russia, Mario 
Daginar were present at the king's bed- 
side when he passed away. 


Christian IX., king of Denmark, was 


horn April S, 1818, and was the fourth 
son of the late Duke William of Schles- 
•wig - ITiilstein-Sonderberg - Clouckesbiirg 
nnd of Princess Louis of Hesse-Casscl. 
lie was nppointcd to the succession of 
the crown of Denmark by the treaty of 
London of May S, 17S2, and by the Dan- 
ish law of succession of July 3.1, 1S.">:(. 
lie succeeded to the tKvone on tho death 
of King Frederick V11I., Nov. 15, 1SU:1. 
nnd married May 2S, 1S42, Queen Louise, 
the daughter of the Laudgrav William 
of Hesse-Cnssel, She was born in 1817, 
nnd died in ISflS. 


Prince Frederick, the eldest son of (hi- 


late King Christian, who succeeds to the 
throne, was born June !!, 1S43, and wii- 
married July 28, I860, to Princess Louisa 
daughter of King diaries XV., of Swed- 
en and Norway. Their second son who 
married Princess Maud of England, K 
now king of Norway. 


The late King Christian's eldest daugh- 


ter U Queen Alexandra of England, and 
his second son, Prince William, was elect' 
ed king of Greece, under the title oi 
George IX.. in 1SC3. 


Another daughter of the late King 


ChrUtinn. Marie Dagmar, is tho dowager 
empress of Russia, Marie 
Fcodonivn.i, 


who married Alexander III of Russia. He 
died November 1, 1S04. and his son, Nich- 
olas, is now emperor of Russia. 


Princess Thyria, 
third 
daughter of 


King Christian, is Duchess of Cumber- 
land. .Her husband claims the throne of 
Hanover. 


Prince Wnldcnmr, tho youngest of the 


children of King Christian, married the 
Princess Marie of Orleans, eldest daugh- 
ter of the Due De Chartrcs. 


Finally a grandson of King Christian, 


Prince George of Greece, is high com- 
missioner of the powers in Crete, The 
prince has, been mentioned as likely to 
be betrothed to Princess Victoria of Eng- 
land, daughter of King Edward. 


ROYALTY I~MOURNING. 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—The sudden death 


of King Christian of Denmark, called the 
"father in law of Europe," will place I he

Queen Alexandra received the news of 


the death of her father at Windsor. It 
came M a great shock to her as appar- 
ently there hud been no previous intima- 
tion of any indisposition. 


LEVEES MUST BE POSTPONED. 
In view of the dcnth of the Icing of 


Denmark the official and other engage- 
ments in which the British court is con- 
cerned will be postponed or cancelled al- 
though nothing affecting the arrange- 
ments has yet been given out. It is said 
that the opening of the parliament can- 
not take place Feb. 19 according to the 
•riginal program, but it may be opened 
by * royal commission a» in the latter 


years of Queen Victoria's reign. One of 
the earliest functions on the return of the 
court to London was to have been the 
launching of the battleship Drcadnaught, 
Feb. 10, which probably will be indefin- 
itely postponed. 
The holding of a court 


at Buckingham palace had been fixed for 
February 1C, and levees had been arrang- 
ed for February 20 and February 20, 
but these also will be put oil. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


It is expected that a memorial service 


in honor of the lato King Christian will 
be held iu the chapel royal, St. James 
palace, simultaneously with the funeral 
services held in Denmark. 


King Edward has arranged to come to 


Loudon Jan. 30, and Queen Alexandra 
was to leave Snndringham at the same 
time. It is not yet known what changes 
in their plans have bee:: decided upon. 


PLANNED TRIP FOR HEALTH. 


That the condition of King Christian 


had been the cause of uneasiness for 
some time is shown by the fact that he 
had. arranged on tho advice of his medi- 
cal advisers to spend the early spring in 
the 
south of Knropo stopping 
several 


weeks at Abbazia, to which place it had 
been decided that he should bo aeompnn- 
ied by the dowager empress of Russia 
and Prince Hans of Gluekshiirg and that 
he should be joined there by Queen Alex- 
andra 
and the 
Duke and Duchess of 


Cumberland. This trip was planned for 
the end of February.

leader, 
personal 


friends,

branches of congress and citizen; will 
join with the military in paying tribute 
to the dead general. The funeral cortege 
will be a. most imposing one. The honors 
due .a major general will be paid. Al- 
though but a brigadier general in the 


gninr army, Gcuernl Wheeler held the 


rank of major general of volunteers and 
will be honored accordingly by the gov- 
ernment he served. A guard of.honor se- 
lected from'til's rnnks'of th'e Spanish war 
veterans here, which met the body on its 
arrival from Brooklyn hist night, and es- 
corted it to St. Jolvii's Episcopal church, 
remained in charge of the casket during 
the night and until reiir.vo.-d this forenoon 
by the regular onny guard. 


BRIEF CHURCH SERVICES. 


St. John's church is at the corner of

center of ISarkloy Sound the total num- 
ber of survivors accounted for, reached 
thirty-seven persons. 


FUTILE EFFORTS 0V GP.KEK. 


The tug Lorno which relumed at mid- 


night from the wreck of the Valencia 
brought John Sogalos of San Francisco, 
a fireman of the Valencia, rescued by the 
City of Topeka from the vaft and plac.nl 
on board the Lome. Ite is a Creek. In 
an interview he told of the futile at- 
tempt made by him to swim ashore car- 
rying a line through the breakers to at- 
tach tho line between the wreck and 
shore and of how he and seventeen oth- 
er survivors had spent from 10 a. m. to 
4 p. m. of Wednesday on a fragile raft, 
buffeted by gale and swamped by the 
running seas, until picked up by the To- 
peka. John Scgalos, speaking to an As- 
sociated Press correspondent on board 
tho tug Lome after being transferred, 
said: 


"It was my turn on watch in the fire- 


room when at 11:50 Holiday night the 
Valencia, going very slowly, suddenly 
gtruck the rocks and shook from end to 
end. 
Orders came to the engine room to 


reverse. Tho boat backed from the rocks 
and shortly after the water came rush- 
ing in at tho rate of about a foot a min- 
ute, and wo all know the steamer Was 
doomed. 


23 FELL INTO THE SEA. 


" "Tho officers and orew passed out life 
belts to everybody and orders were giv- 
en to man the boats. It was terrible, 
tho darkness, the rain, the crashing of 
tho wreck and the roar of tin boiling 
surf. Panic seized many and there was 
n blind rush in the blackness to get to 
the boats. At about 12:30 1 saw a boat 
]oaded with twenty-five 
people 
crash 


from the davits and everyone fell into 
the sea. Among them wfts the first as- 
Biatant engineer, now rescued 
and on 


board the steamer City of Topekn, going 
to Seattle. I helped to load three more 
boats, but they were swamped. 
About 


this time tho Valencia drifted broadside 
to the rocks. 


WAS OFFEKED $1,000. 


"Tuesday morning 
about o o'clock 


three unsuccessful attempts* were made 
to shoot linos to shore, but 
nothing 


could bo done. That afternon I volun- 
teered to swim ashore. A rope was fas- 
tened to me and I plunged into the surf. 


"Before I left the wreck n passenger, 


a woman I did not know, came to me 
and offered to give me a thousand dollars 
if I could get a line ashore. J told her 
I could not accept her money as it was 
my duty to try to save lives. 


"It was no use. I was simply dashed 


back by waves, so I cut the line and 4 
life buoy was thrown to me and T was 
pulled on board stunned. 


"Ad the vessel settled passengers and 


crew sought tha masts and rigging. Many 
wero swept oft the decks. Others jump- 
ed into the sea, seeking to swim ashore. 


WOMEN CLU.XG TO SHIP. 


"On 
Wednesday 
morning 
Captain 


Johnson told us the only cliunce for safe- 
ty lay in the rafts, lie urged the women 
to get into them. There were about a 
dozen women alive then, some in the rig- 
ging, some on the deckhouse. They re- 
fused to take to tho rafts. I jumped 
from the mast wliere I had climbed and 
was helped upon one of the rafts. The 
sea- was running heavy and there was a 
fog in which we lost sight of the other 
raft that left at tho same time. It was 
about six. hours afterwards that we were 
picked up by the Topeka and received 
every care on that venae!."

He was a second lieutenant of United 


States cavalry when tiic civil wnr broke 
out, nnd at once he cast !iia lot with the 
south, accepting a first lieutenant's com- 
mission and an assignment to garrison 
duty at IVnsucola. Within a few months 
he was made a colonel of an Alabama in- 
fantry regiment and won his first honors 
at the battle of Shiloh, where, he was in 
the 'thick of the fight. In rapid succes- 
sion he was promoted to the command of 
a brigade, of n division and of an army 
eorpa, and in 1SU2 he was appointed to 
the command of the cavalry of the wcst- 
TII army, continuing in this position to 
the close of the wnr. 


In most of the groat battles of the 


war Wheeler took distinguished part, but 
il was his daring and successful raids 
that made him famous. lie proved to be 
a constant menace to tho union forces 
and. their communication nud transpor- 
tation. 


lie was wounded four times, and no 


fewer than thirty-two of Ms staff offi- 
cers were either killed or wounded while 
riding beside him in battle. Just before 
the close of the war Wheeler was cap- 
tured, but was speedily released on pa- 
role.

CAUGHT WOLF WITH HIS HANDS. 
In a couple of miles I was close enough 


to see what was going on. But 
one 


greyhound was left with Abernethy. The

ing the lower jaw and bending it down 
so that the wolf could not bite him. 


He had a stout glove on his hand, but 


this would have been of no avail what- 
ever hnd he not seized the animal just 
as he aid, that is behind the canines, 
while his hand pressed the lips'against 
the teeth; with his knees he kept the 
wolf from using its forepaws to break 
the hold, until it gave up struggling. 
When he thus leaped on and captured 
this coyote it wns entirely free, the dojj 
baving'let go of it, and he was obliged 
to kcop hold of the reins of his horse 
with one hand. I was not twenty yards 
distant at the time, and as I leaped oft 
the horse he was sitting placidly on the 
live wolf, his hand between its jaws, the 
greyhound standing beside him and his 
horse standing by as placid as he was.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 20.—The king ot 


Denmark died at 3:30 this afternoon. 


He passed awuy quietly surrounded by 


the crown prince and the crown princess 
and their children and the dowager em- 
press of Russia. The news of his ma- 
jesty's death spread with great rapidity 
and signs of the greatest grief were to be 
seejj everywhere. 


THE END QUITE SUDDEN'. 


Tho king's death was quite sudden. Al- 


though for some time ]>ust lie had show- 
ed evidences thai the weight of his years 
was beginning to tell upon him, there 
was no indication of hit) approaching end. 
His .majesty gave long audiences this 
morning, lasting three liovirs. At lunch 
afterwards the king showed signs of 
great fatigue and almost collapsed. Phy- 
sicians were hastily summoned but they 
•were unable to rally the aged monarch's 
strength and at 3:'M p. m., he died in 
his bed room to which he had retired. 
The crown prince Frederick, the crown 
princess Louisa and their children and 
the dowager empress of Russia, Mtirie 
Dagmar were present at the king's bed- 
side when he passed away. 


Christian IX.. king of Dcmnnrk, was 


born April 8, 1818, and was the fourth 
son of the late Duke William of Sehle.s- 
wig - Holstein-Soiulerberg - Clouckesbiirg 
and of Princess Louis of Hesse-Cassel. 
He was appointed to the succession of 
the crown of Denmark by the treaty of 
London of May 8, 178:2, and by the Dan- 
ish law of succession of July 31, 1S:>:I. 
He succeeded to the throne on the deatl 
of King Frederick VtlL, Nov. 15, 18(j:i 
nml nnrried May 2S, 1842, Queen Louise 
the daughter of the Landgrav Wiliian 
of Hesse-Cassoi. She was born in 1817 
and died in 1SDS. 


Prince Frederick, the eldest son of tin 


late King Christian, who succeeds to tli 
throne, was born June Ii, 1843. and wa 
married July 28, 1SUD, to Princess Loui.su 
daughter of King Charles XV'., of Swed- 
en and Norway. Their second son wh 
in.trriec! Princess Maud of England, i 
now king of Norway. 


The late King Christian's eldest daugh- 


ter is Queen Alexandra of England, and 
bis second son, Prince William, was elect- 
ed king of Greece, under the title of 
George IX.. in ISO.'!. 


Another daughter of the late King 


Christian, Marie Dagmar, is the dowager 
empress of Russia, Marie Fcodoravna, 
who married Alexander I [I of Russia. He 
(lied November 1, 1S!)4, and Ms son, Nich- 
olas, is now emperor of Russia. 


Princess Thyria, third daughter of 


King Christian, is Duchess of Cumber- 
land. Her husband claims the throne of 
Hanover. 


Prince Waldcmar, the youngest of the 


children of King Christian, married the 
Princess Marie of Orleans, eldest daugh- 
ter of the Due De Chartres. 


Finally a grandson of King Christian, 


Prince George of Greece, is high com- 
missioner of the powers in Crete. The 
prince has. been mentioned as likely to 
be betrothed to Princess Victoria of Eng- 
land, daughter of King Edward.

The complaint in 
the case was based on an editorial in 
Collier's in August la?t bearing on Jus- 
tice Dcucl'd connection with Town Top- 
ics. 


LOATHING FOR WITNESS. 


"I will not attempt to disguise from 


you the utter loathing and contempt I 
feel for some of the witnesses whom I 
myself iiave introduced," declared Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome to the jury today 
in his argument for the prosecution in 
the 
action 
lor criminal libel brought 


against Xormul Hapgood, editor of Col- 
lier's Weekly, on complaint of 
Justice 


Joseph M. Deuel. of the court of special 
sessions. 


For more than two weeks now wo have 


been wandering through Vanity Fail," 
said Mr. Jerome, "witnessing exhibitions 
of human weakness and folly, and in 
some instances, or human degradation." 


The ease was expected to go to the 


jury today after Mr. Jerome's argument 
and the charge to the jury. 


JUSTIFIES THE ACTION. 


Continuing, Mr. Jerome said: 
"It may be that I ought not to be here 


prosecuting one of the best friends I've 
got for a crime which in my private 
judgment; I believe lie ought to have 
done and which I might have clone in his 
place with more heat and more vim than 
he displayed. The law not to restrict 
the liberty of the pro.-w has provided 
that if the published article be true and 
published with justifiable ends it is a de- 
fense. On the ground of excuse the 
prosecution concedes that this publica- 
tion was hoiu'stly made in a belief thnt 
it vas true. If you find that the article 
w«s true you have got to acquit. 


APPLIES TO DAILY PRESS. 


"Now let us see ttic character of thi- 


paper (referring to Town Topics). Mr. 
Shcpard has told you that Column ha* 
stated that it was the natural evolution 
of personal journalism. 
If tlint is true 


it ought to be applicable to more than 
one 
daily paper in N<>H- York 
whose 


trend is that way. There is scarcely a 
morning paper that does not print vile 
scandals and obscene matter. I don't 
see what interest it conserves to publish 
such stuff. 1 don't see what interest ar- 
ticles relating to the adultery of this or 
that person have for you and me. 


ARTICLES CALLED FIT.TH. 


"Does it serve any useful purpose? 
Is 


it other than filth? Ft is put there for 
no other purpose 
dividends to the 


than that of paying 


stockholders. The av- 


erage newspaper is run for the counting 
room standpoint. Many of the adver- 
tisements are but a corruption fund to 
induce quiet about this, that or the oth- 
er. This is not a pleasant statement to 
make, but if you ask the average news- 
paper man why a certain paper let up on 
a certain proposition, his reply will be,

He did riot even 
reveal to his counsel the talks that he 
had with me until I suggested it to 
them. If the people had the courage to 
come into court this scandalous papiT. 
would have boon wiped oil the earth long 


ago. 


"I think, in your- deliberations, the

ed us that it is operating the plant at a 
crront loss and that it will be necessary 
to have new contract? in order to come 
anywhere near paying the running ex- 
penses during the completing of the con- 
tract with the city of Milwaukee; that 
it cannot get new work except upon giv- 
ing bonds with surety, and has requested 
us to furnish snr.h bonds and to further 
finance the operation.

The 
basket should contain needles, sewing, 
darning, shoe, carpet and tape needles of 
different sizes, the sharp shears, the cake 
of wax, the tape measure, the gourd nnd 
darning eoton for the easy mending ol 
stockings, and one or two extra thim- 
bles. 


In the mending basket should be put 


all the spools of thread, silk or twist 
which have but a few needlefuls left on 
thorn. They are troublesome from then 
number in the regular sewing basket 
but here their presence saves extra steps 
when the colored garments need but a 
few stitches.

important adjuncts of 
mending 
and 


should be near to hand while in the bas- 
ket itself should be a smaller box or ba;.; 
with pieces of braid, the firm, Scotch 
tape, both black and white, the elastic 
nnd webbing in all the; usual widths.

done when well begun. To begin well 
this work must be systematic and punc- 
tual. The oycs of the housekeeper must 
become so expert that she notices the 
little breaks the loosened stitches ami 
the tiny hole.-, on their first appearance, 
and, having seen them, she must at- 
tack them promptly.

The trails are reported in a 
very bad condition, being in places al- 
most impassable. 


With the finding of four more surviv- 


ors of the Valencia disaster on Turret. 
islsind, one of the archipelagoes iu the 
center of Barkley Sound the total num- 
ber of survivors accounted for, reached 
thirty-seven persons. 


FUTILE EFFORTS OK GllKEK. 


The tug Lornc which returned ut mid- 


night from the wreck of the Valencia 
brought John Sogalos of San Francisco, 
a. fireman of the Valencia, rescued by the 
City of Topeka from the raft and placed 
on board the Lome. He is a Greek. In 
an interview he told of the futile at- 
tempt made by him to swim ashore car- 
rying a line through the breakers to at- 
tneh the lins between the wreck and 
shore and of how he and seventeen oth- 
er survivors had spent from 10 a. m. to 
4 p. m. of Wednesday on a fragile raft, 
buffeted by gale and swamped by the 
running seas, until picked up by the To- 
peka. John Scgalos, speaking to an As- 
sociated Press correspondent on board 
the tug Lome after b-sing transferred, 
said: 


"It was my turn on watch in the fire- 


room when at 11:50 Monday night the 
Valencia, going very 
slowly, suddenly 


struck the rocks and shook from end to 
end. Orders came to the engine room to 
reverse. The boat backed from the rocks 
and shortly after the water came rush- 
ing in at the rate of about a foot a min- 
ute, and we all know the steamer Was 
doomed. 


25 FELL INTO THE SEA. 


"The officers and crew passed out life 


belts to everybody and orders were giv- 
en, to man the boats. It was terrible, 
the darkness, the rain, the crashing of 
the wreck and the roar of the boiling 
Burf. Panic seized many and there was 
a blind rush in the blackness to get to 
the boats. At about 12:30 1 saw a boat 
loaded with 
twenty-five 
people 
crash 


from the davits and everyone fell into 
the sea. Among them was the first as- 
Distant engineer, now rescued and 
on 


board the steamer City of Topeka, going 
to Seattle. I helped to load three more 
boats, but they were swamped. About 
this time the Valencia drifted broadside 
to the rocks. 


WAS OFFEKED $1,000. 


"Tuesday morning about

could bo done. That afternon I volun- 
teered to swim ashore. A rope was fas- 
tened to me and I plunged into the surf.

I told her 
I could not accept her money as it was 
my duty to try to save lives. 


"It was no use. I was simply dashed

pulled on board stunned. 


"As the vessel settled passengers and 


crew sought the inasts and rigging. Mirny 
were swept off the decks. Others jump- 
ed into the sea, seeking to swim ashore. 


WOMEN CLUNG TO SHIP. 


"On 
Wednesday 
morning 
Captain 


Johnson told us the only chance for safe- 
ty lay in the rafts. He urged the women 
to get into them. There were about a 
dozen women alive then, some in the rig- 
ging, some on the deckhouse. They re- 
fused to take to the rafts. I jumped 
from the mast where I had climbed and 
was helped upon one of the rafts. The 
sea was running heavy and there was a 
log in which we lost sight of the other 
raft that left at the same time. It was 
about six hours afterwards that we were 
picked up by the Topeka and received 
every care on that vessel."

FAMOUS AS A FIGIITEK. 


General Wheeler, familiarly known as 


"Little Joe Wheeler," was one of th'j 
prominent actors in the two great wars 
in which the United States has been in- 
volved in recent ye:*rs—the war for the 
union and the conflict witli Spain. 


He was a second lieutenant of United 


States cavalry when the civil war broke 
out, and at once he cast his lot with the 
south, accepting a first lieutenant's com- 
mission and an assignment to garrison 
duty at Pensacola. Within a few months 
he was made a colonel of an Alabama in- 
fantry regiment and won his first honors 
at the battle of Shiloh, where he was in 
the 'thick of the fight. In rapid succes- 
sion he was promoted to the command of 
a brigade, of a division and of an army 
corps, and in 1802 lie was appointed to 
the command of the cavalry of the west- 
ern army, continuing in this position to 
the close of the war. 


In most of the great battles of the 


war Wheeler took distinguished part, but 
it was his daring and successful raids 
that made him famous. He proved to bo 
a constant menace to the union forces 
and'. their communication and transpor- 
tation. 


Ho .was wounded four times, and no 


fewer than thirty-two of his staff offi- 
cers were cither killed or wounded while 
riding beside him in battle. Just before 
the close of the war Wheeler was cap- 
tured, but was speedily released on pa- 
role. 


When the trouble with Spain arose in 


1808 General Wheeler was the first ex- 
confederate to offer his services to the 
government, and again taking up arms 
he belted his sword around a blue in- 
stead of a gray uniform. 


MADE A MAJOR GENERAL. 


He was appointed major general of 


volunteers, and was assigned to com- 
mand of the cavalry division of the army 
of Santiago. 
He commanded the troops 


at Las Gunsimiis on June 24, 18f)S, and 
wr>s senior officer in the field at the bat- 
tlo of San Juan. He also was senior 
member of the commission that arrang- 
ed for the surrender of Santiago. 


With the fighting in Cuba ended, Gen- 


eral Wheeler was sent to the Philippines, 
and there again won additional honors, 
commanding brigades in several combats. 
On the 16th of June, li)00, he was made 
a bigadier general of the United States 
army, and from June to December of 
that year was in command of the de- 
partment of the lakes. He was retired 
under the age limit Sept. 10, 1000.

WASHINGTON', Jan. 20—I.n his an- 


nual report to congress for the calendar 
year 11)05, the commissioner of patents 
sets forth the imperative need o!i an in- 
creased force and additional office facili- 
ties to cope with ths business, which-tho 
report says has shown a remarkable in- 
crease during the last year. 


In 1005 there were received 54,034 ap- 


plications for mechanical devices, 150 re- 
issues of patents, 10,224 applications for 
registration of trade marks, 1,008 labels, 
and 407 prints. There were 30,200 pat- 
ents issued, including designs. The total 
receipts were .$1,800,758, the 
expendi- 


tures $1,470,033. 


The most important event in the bus- 


iness of the patent oflice in 1005, accord- 
ing to the report was the new trade 
mark law, which reduced the fee for 
trade mark application from $25, to $10.
